THOUSAND dollars was asked for a fifteenth century Flemish missal, 
with seven full-page miniatures and thirteen elaborately illuminated 
letters. Other " HorEE," or Hours, in the same catalogue, range from 
$800 to $125, and it is therein truthfully stated that—" the difiiculty of 
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procuring choice specimens of this sort is increasing very much, and 
prices will continue to advance." 

In Europe prices have ranged still higher, notably the purple vellum 
missal accompanying the Papal Document making Henry VIII. the 
Defender of the Faith, and which was sold by the Duke of Hamilton 
to the German Government for ;^io,ooo, i. e.., fifty thousand dollars ! !

This mastodon choir book consists of 113 leaves of vellum. It con- 
tains six large illuminated miniatures of religious subjects, such as 
Adam and Eve (both nude and before the Fall), also many ornamental 
capitals. It was executed in 1717, and the name of the artist is given 
on the last page. 

The binding is a veritable curiosity in the art of reliure. The covers 
are wooden, covered with coarse-grained calf. On each side are five 
Gothic brass ornaments consisting of bosses or knobs. Those at the 
corners are triform, and in the centre cruciform. On the front, nailed 
to the leather, are two strips of wood. Two strong leather strap-clasps 
fasten on metal pins. 

There is no doiibt that the binding is some centuries older than the 
book itself. This often occurred in European monastic houses and 
churches. When the text of a choir book became spoiled by use, the 
ancient covers were renewed with fresh " Offices."

All the arabesques, mottoes, historic devices, animals, etc., on the 
five fully illustrated pages relate to the Sforza family, its traditions 
and possessions. It is wonderful how brilliantly the burnished gold 
still shines like plates of metal from the immaculate vellum. Unlike 
many of the more important missals offered for sale, this is absolutely 
perfect, even to the blank pages before certain of the offices included in 
the volume. The letter " D " seems to be the most constantly used 
initial throughout the book, and relates doubtless to the ducal title of 
which Galeazzo Maria was the second representative in the Sforza 
family. 

The five entirely illuminated pages are worthy of lengthy descrip- 
tion. The first page in the volume has as its most prominent deco- 
ration a large letter " D," in which is depicted the "Annunciation of 
the Virgin." The borders are one mass of lovely floreation. The 
Sforza tulip bulb is the most frequently used. In the borders are four 
angels, two of whom are at devotion and two are singing from open 
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booksin their hands. At the top of the page, the "dove," signifying 
the Holy Ghost, is supporting a label with the motto "a bon droit." 
The heraldic emblazonment is very pronounced. At each side of the 
centre borders are armorial achievements. To the dexter is the crest— 
"a burning branch proceeding from a ducal coronet," below is an im- 
paled and gules mantled shield— "or, three eaglets marshaled horizon- 
tally" with the impalement the—" Biscia of Milan, i. c. sable a ser- 
pent azure and or devouring a child. " The sinister emblazonment is the 
particular cognizance of Duke Galeazzo Maria Sforza, but somewhat 
different to the device given as an illustration at the head of this descrip- 
tion and which is fac-similed from Mrs. Bury Pallisser's " Historic 
Devices" (page 192). That in the missal is— " a lion seated amid 
the flames,' holding two water buckets on a rugged staff, the head of the 
hon entirely mantled sable with the motto ' Ich hof ' ( ' I hope ' ) con- 
tinuously repeated." 

This badge was inherited and used by Duke Galeazzo Maria Sforza 
from his maternal ancestor Galeazzo Visconti. Mrs. Bury Pallisser 
writes that — "he shared the inheritance of his uncle the Cardinal, suc- 
cessively with his two brothers Matteo and the wicked Bemabo. He 
[Galeazzo Visconti] was a learned prince, the friend of Petrarch, and 
connected with England by the marriage of his daughter Violante to 
Lionel, Duke of Clarence. When in Holland he killed a knight whose 
singular device on his shield he transferred to his own — a burning 
branch, tizzone, from which two water buckets were suspended, with 
the motto ' Humentia siccis ' ( ' The wet with the dry ' ), the exact 
meaning of which is not known, but it probably was intended to convey 
that ardor must be moderated by prudence. Galeazzo bore this device 
upon his coins. " The black and silver mantling may have been added 
to the device and the lion's head covered during the later misfortunes 
of the Sforzas. 

At the bottom of the first page of the Missal is another heraldic achiev- 
ment, a quartered shield, one and four — " or an eagle sable," two and 
three — "sable the Biscia as above." Over the shield is a ducal coronet 
and on the sides thereof are the letters " G. Z." and " M. A." 

The second large illumination is somewhat like that just described. 
It is similarly floreated. At the top is the ducal coronet of Milan and 
a large initial " D, " in which is a miniature of the " Virgin adoring 
the Infant Christ." At the side of this miniature are thrice repeated 
the rugged staff with the water buckets. At the bottom of the page 
are the arms with the "Biscia" charge impaling— " a golden shield 
with three black eaglets," the burning bush and ducal coronet crest is 
used again with the letters " G. M." 

The third large illumination has a miniature of " the Annunciation " 
within a letter "D." The dove with the motto " i bon droit " the 
"Biscia" shield impaling— "three black eaglets, " the lion with the 
two water buckets, the " Ich hof," mantled head and the initials 
" G. M." are the most noticeable decorations of the page. 
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The initial "D." and within it a miniature of the " Madonna and 
Child " is the principal feature of the fourth large illumination. Above 
all are the initials " G. M." and the quartered shield of eagles and 
" Biscia." To the centre and at the side are once more the lion, 
water buckets and " Ich hof " mantling. At the bottom of this page 
are the crest of the Sforza and the initials " G. M. " on each side of 
the "Biscia"' shield impaling " three eaglets. " 

The fifth full-page illumination is the most interesting of all. Like 
the other pages the Sforza crest and arms with Galeazzo's badge and 
initials " G. Z," " M. A." and motto "Ich hof" are noticeable, 
but in the centre of the page there is a large initial letter "S." within 
which is a very fine miniature portrait of the ducal owner of the missal. 
Galeazzo Maria Sforza is depicted as a man with reddish beard and 
hair, and the prominent, aquiline nose of his father. Upon his flame- 
colored locks is a green cap of maintenance, surmounted by a ducal 
coronet. He is habited in green with a red and jeweled surtout and a 
cross upon his breast. Whispering in his ear is an old gray-headed 
man representing the first person of the Trinity. 

As to the possessors of this illuminated heirloom . The celebrated 
Italian family of the Sforza, which played a most important part in the 
affairs of Italy during the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, swayed the 
destinies of Northern Italy for many years, as reigning monarchs, and 
allied themselves with the first sovereign houses in Europe. Its founder 
was a peasant of Cotignola, in the Romagna, by namfe Giatomo, or 
Muzio, sometimes combined by historians into ' ' Giacomuzzo Atten- 
dolo," who was born 1369, and deserted his trade of wood-cutting to 
become a " condottiere. " By his intelligence and courage he rose to a 
high position in the band of freebooters. His grandson Galeazzo 
Maria, for whom the above described missal was executed, often used 
to relate the following anecdote of his grandsire's change of life : — 
' ' One day, while working in the fields near his native village, Cotignola, 
he was asked by some soldiers to join them, on which he threw an axe, 
which he happened to hold in his hand, into an oak, declaring that if it 
remained in the tree, he would follow them, but that if it fell on the 
ground he would continue in his former avocation, and that, by the 
chance of the axe remaining, he was induced to adopt the profession 
which made dukes of his descendants . " 

_ Count Alberigo de Barbiano, the founder of Italian ' ' condottierism, " 
bestowed upon him, on account of his prowess, the name of Sforza 
[in Italian "the forcer "], and such was his reputation among his com- 
rades, that he speedily found himself the independent leader of a band 
of " condottieri," and offered his services to the King of Naples. 
Queen Joanna II. made him constable of that kingdom, and in exercise 
of his office he conquered the Aragonese and others who attempted 
to deprive her of her dominions ; but dying soon after, on the 4th of 
January, 1424, he left his devoted followers to the chieftainship of his 
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natural son, Francesco Sf orza, then twenty-three years of age, who was 
as brave and enterprising as himself. 

Francesco, whose portrait is given thrice in his son's missal, as was 
the custom of the time, sold his sword to the highest bidder, and with- 
out the slightest scruple fought for or against the Pope, Milan, Venice 
or Florence. He invented an improved system of tactics, and it soon 
came to be taken for granted that victory was certain for the party 
which he supported. It was thus no great act of condescension in the 
Duke of Milan, the haughty Visconti, to confer upon him the hand of 
his illegitimate daughter Bianca Visconti, with Cremona and Pontremoli 
as a dowry, and the promise of succeeding to the Duchy itself. Mean- 
time Sforza took the march of Ancona from the Pope, in 1434, and 
added to it Pesaro, in 1443, and by a judicious combination of force 
and stratagem, obtained his elevation to the Dukedom of Milan on the 
26th of February, 1450, after the decease of his father-in law. He 
solidly established his authority over all Lombardy, and several districts 
south of the Po, acquired the esteem of Louis XI., who gave up to 
him Savona and Genoa, and, after gaining the universal love of his 
subjects, died on the 8th of March, 1466. Though uninstructed. he 
possessed considerable eloquence, and loved and protected letters. The 
successors to his power ' possessed few oj: none of his distinguished 
talents. 1 

The " Biscia," the cognizance of the Viscontis and former Dukes of 
-Milan, became portion of the Sforza heraldic bearings, through his in- 
heritance of the Duchy and marriage with the bastard heiress of the 
Viscontis. The device of the "Biscia" is thus referred to by Mrs. 
Bury Pallisser in her "Historic Devices," pages 185-86:— " Much 




[Biscia of Milan.] 
has been written as to the origin of the ' Biscia,' or serpent devouring 
a child, borne as their arms by the Dukes of Milan. Some assign this 
singular bearing to Ottone Visconti, who led a body of Milanese in the 
train of Peter the Hermit, and at the Crusades fought and killed in 
single combat the Saracen giant Volux, upon whose helmet was this 
device, which Ottone afterwards assumed as his own, instead of the 
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seven crowns he previously bore. Such is the version adopted by 
Tasso, who enumerates Ottone among the Christian warriors : 

" E '1 forte Otton che conquisto lo scudo, 
" In cui dall' angue esce il fanciullo ignudo." 

Gerusalemme Liberata, Canto i, st. 55. 
" Otto fierce, whose valor won the shield 
" That bears'a child and serpent on the field." ' 

Hoole's Translation. 

' ' From another legend we learh that, when Count Boniface, Lord of 
Milan, went to the Crusades, his child, born during his absence, was 
devoured in its cradle by a huge serpent which ravaged the country. 
On his return Count Boniface went in search of the monster, and found 
him with a child in his mouth. He fought and slew him, but at the 
cost of his own life. Hence his posterity bore the serpent .and child 
as their ensign." 

The heir of the great warrior Duke Francesco Sforza and Bianca 
Visconti was Galeazzo Maria. History has very little to say in his 
favor. He is charged with the foul murder of not only his first wife, 
but that of his mother, who appears to have ever been willing to sacri- 
fice herself for her fiendish offspring . At the time of his father's 
death, Galeazzo, who was bom in 1444, was serving in the army of his 
wife's sister's husband, Louis XI. Hastening to Milan in disguise, 
and by the energy of his mother, he was proclaimed Duke. He gave 
himself up entirely to luxury, debauchery and the perpetration of every 
conceivable crime. His father had been the friend of Cosmo di 
Medici and the Pontiff known as ' ' JEneai Sylvius. '' No future appeared 
brighter than his, but after ten years of tyrannical misrule over the 
Milanese, Galeazzo was assassinated by three conspirators on the 26th 
of December, 1476, at the porch of Milan Cathedral. He has been 
summed up by another as — " a true tyrant, gloating over the torments 
of his victims, and a monster of debauchery, prodigality and ferocity, 
without a single redeeming feature in his character." 

His son, Giovanni Galeazzo Sforza [1476-1494], succeeded, under 
the regency of his mother. Bona of Savoy, who held the reins of gov- 
ernment with a firm hand. But she was forced to give up, in 1480, her 
able coadjutor, Simonetta, to the vengeance of her brother-in-law, 
Lodovico -Maria, surnamed "the Moor "from his black complexion; 
and three days after Simonetta's execution, the ambitious Lodovico 
banished herself and assumed the regency. 

Finding the young Duke in his way, Lodovico put him and his wife, 
Isabella of Calabria, in prison, and was immediately threatened with 
attack by the King of Naples, a danger which he attempted to ward 
off by giving his daughter Bianca, with a dowry of four hundred 
thousand ducats, to the Emperor Maximilian I., and by stirring up 
Charles VIII. of France to assert his claims to Naples. 
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Soon afterward Duke Giovanni Galeazzo died, poisoned, as some 
believe, by his uncle, on the 20lh of October, 1494. 

Lodovico-Maria [1494-1500] obtained his investiture as duke, and 
becoming alarmed at the rapid progress of the French in Italy, he 
joined the league against them, and was rewarded for his perfidy by 
being driven from his duchy, which was seized by the troops of Louis 
XII. 1499. The following year he made an ineffectual attempt to 
regain "possession, was made prisoner and carried to France, where he 
died in 1508. He possessed great talents, combined unfortunately 
with a low morality, which led him to value smartness and astuteness 
more than everything else. His encouragement of letters and of the 
fine arts will preserve his name to posterity. 

His eldest son, Massimiliano Sforza [1512-1515], regained the 
duchy of Milan after the reverses suffered by Louis XII., and with the 
aid of the Swiss steadily repulsed the various energetic attempts of 
the French to recover it ; but after the battle of Marignan, 1515, he 
abandoned his rights to the French for a pension of thirty thousand 
ducats, glad to be free from the insolence and exactions of his allies 
and the attacks of his enemies. 

His brother, Francesco-Maria Sforza, succeeded nominally to the 
Milanese Dukedom after the battle of Pavia, but he was a mere puppet 
in the hands of Charles V., and on his death, on the 24th of October, 
1535. and the extinction of the main line of the house of Sforza, the 
duchy was quietly swallowed up by Austria. 

The Lords of Pesaro, extinct in'1515, the Counts of Santa-Flora in 
Tuscany, still existing, and the Dukes of Sforza Cesarini, descend 
from collateral branches of the family. 

The illuminator of this beautiful missal (the history of whose owners 
we have just related), as already stated, was Francesco Filippo Lippi, 
called "the Old." Pilkington thus describes him: — 

" He was born at Florence, 1421. At the age of sixteen, being then 
a novice in the convent of Carmelites, he had an opportunity of 
seeing Masaccio at work, painting the chapel, which inspired him with 
an eager desire to learn the art. 

"He accordingly became a disciple of that master, and studied 
design with inexpressible assiduity, making so rapid a progress that he 
was called the Spirit of Masaccio. The praises given him by his 
friends and instructor wrought so strongly on his mind that he threw 
off the religious habit and devoted himself entirely to painting. 
Before he left the convent, however, he painted for that house a pic- 
ture of the Virgin and Child, with a glory, and some other religious 
pieces of a small size. He endeavored to obtain as much instruction 
as possible from Masaccio, and very happily imitated his manner, yet 
the course of his studies was for some time interrupted by an accident 
which detained him in Barbary for a year and a half. 

"While amusing himself in the company of some of his friends on 
board a felucca in the Mediterranean, a corsair, who was cruising near 
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the shore, took them prisoners and carried them into captivity. But 
Lippi, having one day drawn the portrait of his master, with a piece of 
charcoal, on a wall, gave so much pleasure to the person whom it rep- 
resented by the novelty of the performance and exactness of resemb- 
lance, that, after obliging Lippi to paint the portraits of a few other 
persons, he generously restored him to his liberty. At his return to 
Florence, he was employed by the Grand Duke, as well as by the 
principal nobility and ecclesiastics, which last engaged him to paint 
several noble compositions for their churches and convents. 

" He was the first of the Florentine painters who attempted to 
design figures as large as life, and the first who remarkably diversified 
draperies or gave his figures the air of the antiques. Being, however, 
a man of loose morals, he seduced a nun to elope with him from the 
convent of Prato, where she sat to him as a model for the Virgin ; 
and though all his friends severely reproached him for his misconduct, 
yet he afterwards engaged in a fresh intrigue, for which he was pois- 
oned by the parents of the lady. Other accounts state that he died of 
poison at Spoleto, administered to him by a person in that city, with 
whose wife he held a criminal conversation, while employed in paint- 
ing the altar piece of the cathedral, the design of which picture was 
exceedingly grand, though it was left unfinished by the death of the 
artist in 1469. 

" His principal works are ' The Decollation of St. John the 
Baptist ' and the ' Martyrdom of St. Stephen ' in the church of Prato. 
.His coloring was extremely agreeable, and his manner, like that of 
Masaccio, was grand and elegant; his draperies were broad and loose, 
and his figures had a competent degree of grace, with a good expres-

The 
document — which measures 26 and five-eighth inches by 16 and three- 
eighths — commences as follows; — " Trminsul oder Hermetische 
Trismegistische Ubr-Alt Sachzische Bergwercks Bestattigung," etc. 
Freely translated it reads : — 

' ' Trminsul or Hermetico-Trismesgistical Chart or certificate, such 
as has been granted from the earliest period known in the history of 
the Saxon mountain works \i. e., the mountain of the philosopher's 
stone] and from time immemorial to the members of the ancient 
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House of Saxony, but on this special occasion it is dedicated with 
becoming humility in 1675 by Jodocus Muller, city-apothecary of 
Dresden, to His Most Serene Highness the Reigning Duke of Saxony 
and Burgrave of Magdeburg My Lord John George to His High 
Honor." 

" One must wonder atnhe wealth in Saxony's fair land, 
" Both above and under earth produced by hand, 
" In metals' forms and also precious stones, 
" Which the High Science most plentifully owns, 
" And in growth and being so fruitful ever were 
" That a regal kingdom less I'd have for my own share, 
" And thou, whole world, truly with me on this agreest, 
" That our ducal house is a far better treasure chest. 
" From my youth up I have always esteemed and with God's favor 
during my whole life have exercised six arts, i. e. : — 

"I. To learn the 'A. B. C.,' to spell, read, write and speak 
correctly. 

" II. To sing well, to pray and to often hear God's Commands 
from pious clergymen. 

" III. Pyrotechnica \sic\ together with the secrets of St. Anna the 
occult one and the eternal pharmaceutic art. 

" IV. To cast cannon and to fix artillery as well as the beautiful art 
of Alchemy. 

"V. To explain the qualities of minerals, metals and other fossils. 
"VI. Also Algebra and 'al-kabbala' to study, besides, which I 
have done much in analysis. 

" I have decided that I will remain faithful to these beautiful arts 
until the gloomy sephulchre opens its portals to receive me." 

REMARKABLE AND ILLUMINATED TACITUS 
CODEX ON VELLUM.

UNIQUE, VELLUM, illuminated original manuscript of the 
fifteenth century. The title is a splendid piece of illuminated and 
interlaced Italian ornamentation in the style of the Renaissance. In 
the border on the right-hand side is a portrait of Tacitus. The sub- 
jects of ornamentation are birds, flowers, butterflies, children, etc. 
At the bottom of this page is a handsomely executed and quartered 
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coat-of-arms, with the blazon i and 4, " paly of 5 or and gules" 2 
and 3, "a cross bottony. " The shield is surrounded by four Cupids 
and is probably the arms of the illuminator. There is also in the 
centre of the volume a handsome capital in gold and colors — also five 
other caps in gold and three in colors only. 

There are numerous later SJS. notes in the margins, the volume is 
slightly wormed and one joint of the binding broken. 

Few Latin writers are of greater importance to the understanding 
of the history of Rome than Caius Cornelius Tacitus. He was con- 
nected with the best families of ancient Rome through his marriage 
with the daughter of the Consul Julius Agricola. Like his father-in- 
law he received political honors, beihg prsetor, one of thequindecemviri 
at the " Ludi Seculares " and "Consul suff actus-" Neither the 
time nor place of the birth or death of Tacitus are known. He was 
the most intimate friend of Pliny, in whose collection of letters there 
are eleven addressed to him. 

Dr. William Smith writes : — " The extant works of Tacitus are — a 
life of Agricola, his father-in-law; the ' HistoriiE ' which comprehended 
the period from the second consulship of Galba, 68, to the death of 
Domitian, g6, and the author designed to add the reigns of Nerva and 
Trajan; the first four books alone are extant in a complete form; the 
fifth book is imperfect ; the ' Annales,' which commence with the 
death of Augustus, 14, and comprise the period to the death of Nero, 
68, a space of fifty-four years ; the greater part of the fifth book is 
lost, and also the seventh, eighth, ninth, tenth, the beginning of the 
eleventh and the end of the sixteenth, which is the last book ; the 
treatise ' De Moribus et Populis Germanise,' describing the Germanic 
nations ; and lastly the ' Dialogus de Oratoribus, ' a work whose 
genuineness has been disputed, but probably without reason. The 
moral dignity of Tacitus is impressed upon his works, the conscious- 
ness of a love of truth, of the integrity of his purpose. His great 
power is in the knowledge of the human mind, his insight into the 
motives of human conduct ; and he found materials for this study in 
the history of the emperors, and particularly Tiberius, the arch- 
hypocrite, and perhaps half madman. The style of Tacitus is peculiar, 
though it bears some resemblance to that of Sallust. In the ' An- 
nals ' it is concise, vigorous and pregnant with meaning ; labored, but 
elaborated with art, and stripped of every superfluity. A single word 
sometimes gives effect to a sentence, and if the meaning of the word 
is missed, the sense of the writer is not reached."

THIS UNIQUE MANUSCRIPT was formerly in the collection of 
Cardinal Saviati. It is a most elegant example of fifteenth century 
Italian work. The inner border of the title is, however, mended and 
the first two leaves stained somewhat. Some half-dozen pages are 
slightly wormed. Even with these slight defects this manuscript 
must be deemed of a most costly character, it being of the highest 
rarity. It is complete. 

St. Jerome, known also in biography as " Eusebius Hieronymus 
Sophronius," was born on the confines of Dalraatia, circa 331-345. 
He retired to the desert of Chalcis in 374, and became a priest at 
Antioch four years later. For three years after he lived at Constanti- 
nople in close intimacy with Gregory Naziangus. In 3S2, St. Jerome 
came to Rome and acted as the secretary of Pope Damasius, engaging 
in his great work of biblical revision. He was celebrated chiefly for 
his Pelagian controversies and died on September 30, in the year 420. 
Erasmus edited his works. St. Jerome is — ' ' universally regarded as 
the most learned and eloquent of the Latin Fathers." 

THE LETTERS OF POPE PIUS THE SECOND ON 
VELLUM— THE ORIGINAL COPIES FROM THE 
ORIGINALS.

UNIQUE original fifteenth century manuscript in Latin of the 
Letters of Pope Pius the Second, who was the greatest savant, diplo- 
mat and head of the church in the fifteenth century. They include 
his letters from the first year of his Papacy, 1457, to the last, 1463, 
the empty leaves at the end of the volume showing how death suddenly 
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interrupted their continuation. This— the original copy — is' also 
interesting not only for its contents, but for the elegant language of 
this scholarly Prince of the Catholic Church. 

The illuminated title is one of the purest of its kind, being executed 
in the interlaced Italian style of the Renaissance. The letter " P " 
starts the text — amid the floreation is a Cupid swinging and at the 
left-hand side is another Cupid playing a mandolin. On the right- 
hand side of the title-page is a beautifully executed miniature portrait 
of Eneas Sylvius habited in a cope and with a bejewelled tiara on his 
head. At the top of the page and below are the heraldic bearings of 
the Piccoloraini — " or, on a chief azure a rose or." The two shields 
are surmounted by an ecclesiastical and tasselled hat. There are also 
numerous capitals in black scattered throughout the text. 187 leaves 
are in the clear and beautiful handwriting of a priestly illuminator 
who thus colophons his work — " Hoc Pivm Opus Leonardus Calen- 
dinus Presbiter indignus et Rector Sancti Vincentii de Prato In domo 
R. D. Card. Papien. transcripsit." The balance of the leaves are in 
another hand. 

A few pages are wormed and the volume needs rebinding, but that 
ought not to be considered of much importance when one regards the 
value of this unique manuscript of the writings of one of the most 
celebrated of the Roman Pontififs. 

Pope Pius the Second was born 1405 and died in 1464. He is better 
known, however, as j^ineas Sylvius. By a bull addressed to the uni- 
versities of Paris and Cologne he condemned his own writings as 
heretical, concluding with these memorable words — " Believe what I, 
an old man, now say to you, and not what I wrote when I was young; 
believe the pontiff rather than the private individual ; reject ^neas 
Sylvius, and accept Pius II." 

His nephew Francesco Piccolomini also became the head of the 
Church and is known in history as Pius the Third, but he was neither 
the man nor the scholar that his uncle was. 

' ' Pius II. , better known to scholars as jEneas Sylvius, caused a 
secretary to set down at his dictation an account of his life, which had 
some striking points of likeness to that of the present Pope. The 
family of Piccolomini, like that of Pecci, was patrician, and the lot of 
Pius II., like that of Leo XIII., was cast in one of the most troubled 
epochs of the history of the Papacy. Born in 1405, in the midst of 
the Great Schism, .lEneas Sylvius beheld the patrimony of the Church 
despoiled, its authority suspended, and Christendom rent asunder in 
the contest between Pope and Antipope. He lived to see the Christian 
world suffer a still more grievous injury through the Ottoman conquest 
of the New Rome founded on the Bosphorusby the first imperial con- 
vert to Christianity, the New Rome, hallowed by the pious traditions 
■of eleven centuries, and which had been uncompromising in zeal for 
the new faith when in Old Rome paganism was still potent. By these 
calamitous events the whole career of iEneas Sylvius was overcast and 
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moulded. His memoirs recount how his early manhood was spent in 
the healing of the wounds inflicted on the Papacy by a schism of half 
a century, and we know that the last years of his life, during which he 
held the Papal chair, were devoted to a revival of the old crusading 
spirit and of the concerted action which alone could rescue central 
Europe from the fate of Constantinople. He was one of the few men 
who, even in 1453, when the cross was wrenched from St. Sophia and 
the wave of infidel invasion seemed about to strike the coasts of Italy, 
never for an hour despaired of the Christian republic, and to him 
belongs the credit of the federative policy which, long after he was 
dead, was crowned with triumph at Lepanto." — New York Sun, 
March 12, 1886.

of Josephus in Italian. This is a splendid volume. The title-page 
has a Renaissance border beautifully interlaced in gold and colors, with 
cupids, birds, etc. The initial letter "P" on the title-page is a fine 
example of Itahan illumination. Opposite this, is a kind of architec- 
tural tablet illuminated in gold and colors with the title of the volume 
as on the title-page. There are eight fine large interlaced initial letters 
in gold and colors. These commence each book of the author. The 
volume is one of the most delightful of its kind and with a history, it 
having belonged to a Pope, and still later to the Royal Family of 
Naples. 

The above described volume is also interesting as an early Italian 
version of the " Jewish War " of Josephus which was written by him 
in Greek. His most important literary labor was his "Jewish Antiqui- 
ties," of which there are twenty books giving an account of the world 
to the year of our era A. D. 66, the commencement of the Israelite 
revolt against the Roman rule. The story of this rebellion is given in 
the seven books of his " History of the Jewish War." Botta writes— 
" Flavius Josephus wrote the ' Jewish Archseology ' in order to show 
the Roman conquerors of Jerusalem that the Jews did not deserve the 
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contempt with which they were universally regarded." Another reason 
for his authorship of the ' ' Antiquities " is that he desired to accommo- 
date the Jewish religion to Latin tastes and prejudices. 

The great Jewish historian was born at Jerusalem A. D. 37. Jo- 
sephus was not only an author but a General of repute, fighting against 
the Romans, until the subjection of his people by Vespasian, who took 
him prisoner, but spared his life upon the intercession of Titus. 
Thereupon the Hebrew writer prophesied that the Roman empire 
would be ruled over at a future period by Vespasian and his son. 
Josephus accompanied Titus to the city of Rome after the siege of 
Jerusalem. He was made a Roman citizen by Vespasian and treated 
with extreme condescension both by that Emperor and successors Titus 
and Domitian. 

Josephus died about A. D. lOO. It was in consequence of his being 
a dependent of the Flavian family that he assumed the name of 
Flavius.

The NINETY-FOUR MINIATURES in this remarkable volume are very 
curious in detail and in the scenes represented. All are rectangular 
in shape, and measure some three by four inches. They each have a 
floreated half border, and an illuminated initial letter on burnished 
gold below, commencing the new narrative. Among the episodes 
depicted are some of the most horrible and terrifying in history. 
The illuminator wallowed in a very carnival of blood and torture — 
murder and suicide — rapine and rack — disembowelling and gibbetting 
— war and waste — in fact, everything that could tend to make one 
quiver with horror. Many of the incidents are, however, very pathetic 
iu their delineation, and the loves of troubadour and " fayre ladye " 
are sometimes shown, but generally with a tragical finale. 

An interesting feature of the illuminations is the knowledge they 
give us respecting the costumes, arms, furniture, manners and customs 
of the people of medievalism. 

The work only commences at the second folio and at the termina- 
tion of a phrase belonging to the first chapter: "Je fuz moult esbahy 
et commencay merusement (merveilleusement) regarder ces deux 
vieillars qui a peine pouvoient parler qui avoient este faiz sans ouvrage 
de nature." A few other folios are lacking, there are eight blank 
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pages, a few miniatures are slightly rubbed and one is damaged by a 
hole. On one of the pages are some manuscript notes. 

The text is in old French and was translated from the original by 
Laurent de Premierf ait, who was an — " el^ve du diocese de Troyes, 
puis secretaire du celebre bibliophile Jean, Due De Berry, troisi^me 
fils du roi Jean i qui il a dedie sa traduction, achevee le 15 Avril 1409. 
II mourut en 1418. Cette traduction, publiee par Verard en 1494 dans 
un style rajeuni, n'est pas la premiere en date ; elle avait ete precedee 
d'une plus ancienne, executee en 1401 pour un anonyme, mais reste 
inedit. Une troisiime traduction faite en 1458 par Pierre Favre, cure 
d'Aubervilliers, avait en tout d'abord les honneurs de I'impression 
(Bruges, Colard Mansion, 1476).'' 

The lot following this splendid tome is the English translation, and 
was the property of Mr. Dorman, before the above came into his col- 
lection quite recently. 

Boccaccio, who is most popular on account of his " Decameron," 
vprote many other books besides that and the " Falle of Princes." His 
place in literature is thus located by Sismondi in the " History of the 
Italian Republics " — ' ' A crowd of poets at this epoch obeyed the same 
inspiration. The name of Petrarch, born in 1304, and that of Boc- 
caccio, in 1313, both Florentines, are the fcost .universally known. 
The second owes his celebrity to the light, elegant and easy prose of 
his novels more than to his poetry. Both have descended to posterity 
with their Italian writings alone, which they regarded only as relaxa- 
tions from their labor, and not with their Latin works, upon which they 

depended for their glory Petrarch and Boccaccio 

attained a degree of celebrity, credit and power, unequalled by any 
other men in the middle ages ; not by reason of those merits which we 
feel at the present day, but as the pontiffs and interpreters of 
antiquity." 

Warton describes the text of the above volume of Boccaccio as fol- 
lows: — "The work is not improperly styled a set of tragedies. It is 
not merely a narrative of men and women eminent for their rank and 
misfortunes. The plan is perfectly dramatic, and partly suggested by 
the pageants of the times. Every personage is supposed to appear 
before the poet, and to relate his respective sufferings ; and the figures 
of these spectres are sometimes finely drawn." 

From the splendid workmanship of the miniatures, the beauty of the 
vellum, the myriads of capital letters, the many charmingly designed 
ornamental borders, and the large size of this majestic volume, there 
can be but little doubt that this elegant manuscript was executed for 
perhaps King Charles the Seventh, whose reign it honors as paleo- 
graphical evidence of the literary culture of the French people five hun- 
dred years ago.

aries testify to having seen these records handsomely and profusely 
illustrated on the inner bark of the coltonwood tree. The Mission- 
aries taught them the uses and purposes of paper, and the Government 
agents have always liberally supplied them with colored crayons. This 
book was originally the property of one J. S. Moore, who, in company 
with twenty-five others, left Nebraska City June 15, 1866, for Montana. 
In September, 1868, Moore started to return to Nebraska, but on pass- 
ing through the Big Horn country was killed and scalped by Half 
Moon. On page 56 [of the Autobiography] is supposed to be an illus- 
tration of this encounter. Pattee, Sandford, Chandler and others (see 
page 55) returned to Nebraska City and are now residing in that 
vicinity."

Three hundred fac-similes of 
the choicest manuscripts in Europe need no other recommendation 
than to state the fact. The French edition of this work cost nearly 
twenty thousand pounds in getting up. Only 250 copies were printed, 
of which the King of France took 66 for libraries in the various depart- 
ments, and the remainder were subscribed for in Russia and Germany.

This volume is of the highest bibliographical interest, it being the 
production of Conrad Sweynheym and Arnold Pannartz, who intro- 
duced the art of typography into the city of the Coesars. Much might 
be written anent the labors of these veteran printers, but the following 
extract from Cotton's " Typographical Gazetteer" sums up their history 
in connection with Rome pretty thoroughly. He vmtes — "Roma, 
Rome, the celebrated capital of Italy, once mistress of the world. 
This city, as might be expected, was early in admitting and cherishing 
in its bosom an art which promised such extraordinary advantages as 
typography, the knowledge and practice of which was conveyed to it 
by two enterprising Germans in the year 1465. These men, Conrad 
Sweynheym and Arnold Pannartz, whose names are familiar to every 
one acquainted with the earlier editions of the classics, were the first to 
exhibit throughout all Italy the newly discovered art of printing, and 
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under the auspices of Pope Paul the Second set up their printing 
establishment in the monastery of Subiaco in the vicinity of Rome. 
After two years they removed into the city itself, and being received 
into the house of two noble brothers, Peter and Francis de Maximis, 
opened their Roman typographical career by giving to the world, in 
1467, an edition of Cicero's ' Epistolse ad Familiares, ' which is the first 
book printed at Rome. Until the year 1473 they continued to supply 
editions of standard works, with an execution truly admirable, and a 
correctness which has been duly appreciated and proclaimed by the 
learned of all subsequent ages, having been fortunate enough to obtain 
for almost all their publications the revision of Jo. Andreas, Bishop of 
Aleria, who not only corrected the press, but wrote the prefaces and 
dedications," etc.

The text of this issue was printed on a coarse hand-made paper, by 
Boydell. On plate No. I the engraver's name, spelt in the first issue 
" Earlolom," is just as it then appeared and which in the second issue 
was corrected into " Earlom.'' 

After this issue, in 1830, was made that of Henry G. Bohn, whose 
copies usually appear in " half red morocco " in the market. 

These modern impressions were not taken off till after the plates had 
been partially destroyed, and in attempting to restore them the sun- 
light brilliancy of Claude in many instances was entirely lost.

It is very difficult to assign the place which this extraordinary man 
will occupy in the annals of science, for his works are to-day nearly as 
great mysteries as the hieroglyphs his labors have illustrated. His 
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industry in his researches into the history of the Aztec races is something 
not less than marvelous. Following his vocation as a priest and mis- 
sionary, his literary appetite could only be allayed by writing a history 
of Canada, and perhaps the most unfortunate event for his fame which 
could possibly have happened was that it was printed. It did not 
escape the notice of historical students that the Abbe had accepted so 
much that was apocryphal that his history was little better than a 
romance. 

When, therefore, he had, with, heroic sacrifice of all personal ease, 
accepted the life of self-immolation of a missionary to the Indians of 
Mexico; had studied for years the relics of Aztec picture writing; had 
learned and systematized in great treatises their modern dialects; the 
immense works which he then printed upon the history of the pre- 
Cortesian races, made scarcely a ripple on the quiet of the scientific 
world. He stands alone in the vast temple of learning which he has 
restored, if he did not erect. No human being can contest his solu- 
tion of Aztec pictographs, nor does there exist one who can prove it to 
be true. His numerous volumes have at least this merit — they have 
done much to perpetuate the memory of a wonderful race.
